NOTIFICATION BY THE CHAMBER OE COM- 
MERCE, HAPUR 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission, under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the For- 
ward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952), 
read with the Government of India, Ministry of Com- 
merce & Industry Notification S.O. 1162 dated the 4th 
May, I960, has been obtained on the 25th January, 1971, 
to the following amendment made to the Bye-laws of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Hapur. 


AMENDMENT 

‘‘After Bye-law 265 the following new Bye-law 265A 
shall be added' 1 : — - 

Bye-law 265 A. 

(i) No member of the Chamber shall trade in any 
hedge contract permitted under the bye-laws of 
the Chamber either on his own account or on 
account of any other person (Member or non- 
Member) with a non-member who is required 
to be registered but who has not been register- 
ed with the Chamber in accordance with the 
procedure that may be laid down by the Board 
with the prior concurrence of the Forward 
Markets Commission. 

(ii) The Board may, with the prior concurrence of 
the Forward Markets Commission, prescribe 
from time to time procedure and conditions for 
registering the name and address of such non- 
member. 

(iii) If any person, who has been registered with the 
Chamber as per clause (i) above, commits any 
breach of the conditions of registration, the 
Board may impose on him such fine as it may 
deem fit and may also cancel his registration. 

(iv) In the event of the Board, with the approval of 
the Commission, or the Commission on its own, 
prescribing any limit on the open position of 
any non-member under these byc-laws, the out- 
standing business of non-member in excess of 
the prescribed limit may be closed out in accord- 
ance with the terms ot closure that may be fix- 
ed by the Board, if the same is not reduced to 
the prescribed limit within seven days or within 
such further period as may be extended by the 
Board with the approval of the Forward 


Markets Commission by non-member concerned 
from the date of the Board’s orders.
